Fter Jhad ſetkurth thps lptle booke 
A tothe intent that the fapthfull reader 
might thetby be ſterred vp and pꝛouo 
ked to pzay wout ceaſyng, p the detractours 
and dekamours ok the kapthkull pꝛokeſſours 
of 8 faith of Chziſt, might ether be made ka⸗ 
uourcts x ſetters furth of the ſame: other cls 
ſo cõ founded and daſhed out of countenaũte 
though the Godlpe conuerſation of the true 
and vnkapned pꝛoke ſſours of the pure Euan⸗ 
gelike doctrine, that they myght not fox verpe 
wouldly ſhame once open their lippes to ſpeak 
anpe euyl woꝛde of them:tncontinent the Dez 
upl who hath alwapes indeuoured to ſtoppe 
and hynder the gloꝛp of God and the pꝛokpte 
of hys membꝛes (the fapthfull congregdtion) 
put into the myndes of certayne learned men, 
(who alſo are erneſt defenders + ſettcrs furth

No naci- 
on, no eſtate,condicfon oz degree, excepted. s 
wel were they bound to pꝛeathe to the plow⸗ 
man as to the pꝛynce, as well to the labourer, 
as to the loꝛde. God hath no reſpect to the per 
lon, All the ſonnes of Adam are of one degree 
in the lyght of the Loꝛde. Mere was no menci⸗ 
on made Inkantes neither ok anpe other age. 
But Jam ſure ther is no man lo karre wypde 
as once to thynke that the Ipoſtles were here 
in commaunded to pzceche vnto Inkantes. 
F 01 they as beaſtes lacking the vle of reaſon 
cannot re ceiue the fapth that hath his begyn- 
nyng of hearyng(as ſaynt Paull wzyteth)in 
this text thcrekfoze is no pꝛecepte of Inkantes 
ether fo: the Bapti.pnge of thetin other elles 
theleaupng of them vnbaptiled. The pꝛecept 
that is heare geuen is none other but to go in 
to al the wozld and fo pꝛeach the Goſpel to al 
nations, eſtates and degrees.

Alco 
that the one dzeadfully ſclaundereth and with 
great tpranny perſecutcth the other, and that 
wythout indifferencte. But alſo the loꝛde Jefty 
Lhiiſte hath ſaped: that in the laſt dapcg ſhall 
he many offended, and the one ſhall betrape the 
other, and the one hate the other. Ind that ma 
ny falſe pꝛophetes and falſe chꝛiſten ſhal arpſe 


and leduce many. Foꝛ thys cauſe is it very ne- 


ceſſarp that cucry chꝛiſten man fapthfullp crpe 
vnto God wyth continual pꝛaper, that he wyl 
gyue hym a ſtedfaſt belieke, and wyl kepe hym 
in the ryghte wape, that he do not go into tro⸗ 
ked wapes, though the gyle oꝛ dil tept vt falſe 
hypocryſpe ok the falſc chziſten oz pꝛophetes. 
And God wyll doubtleſſe kepe his electe from 
Sathan x his miniſters, although the tyme be 
neuer ſo perplous, oz neuer ſo many dampna⸗ 
ble ſectcs be bꝛoughte fozth., yea althoughe the 
darkeneſſe ſhould? coyer whole Egypte , yet 
(hall God neuertheles let his face lighten ouer 
all trewe Iraelites, ſo that they ſhall knowe 
his wapes vpon the earth, and his ſaluacion 
amonge the heathen.
